We can now only wait final 
roundup news on these envelopes 
to know what the score will be but 
we already have copies of envel- 
opes with two different water- 
marks which we illustrate for the 
guidance of our readers. Watch 
your copies as they come along 
and compare watermarks and dies 
of the envelopes. We will be glad 
to see any and all different dies 
or varieties for listing in these 
columns but we must caution all 
collectors, especially the inexperi- 
enced of which there are always a 
plenty, that any misplacement of 
the overprint over the stamp is not 
a variety worthy of record. If 
you by chance should find copies 
with the overprint in the wrong 
corner of the envelope or doubled, 
such would be of interest. 

These watermark varieties are 
from our good friend Al Shaffer, 
somewhere in Europe. 

As we are finishing our copy for 
this week another copy of this 
new overprinted envelope comes 
from John Gershey of Trenton, N. 
J. and this is the well know 2c 
Washington Bicentannial envelope 
with the new  overprint. This 
should show that old stocks are 
being used and there is no telling 
what might turn up.

Conference Stamps 
Without Roosevelt's 
Name On The Stamp 





We learn from the announce- 
ment from the Postoffice Depart- 
ment that the first plates for the 
5c Conference stamp were made 
before the death of President 
Roosevelt and that these plates of 
which there were three, are with- 
out the Presidents name on the 
plates or stamps. 

These plates are numbered 
23262-3-4 and by all rules of the 
game should never be used and 
specimens in the way of proofs 
or samples, if printed should be 
destroyed and thus assure’ the 
public that there will be no fu- 
ture leaks. 

The fact that these plates were 
made and completed, ready for 
printing, before the death of our 
president is further and ample 
proof that the stamp was deter- 
mined on some weeks before it 
was announced to the collecting 
public, just as we printed proof 
in our issue of last week, that 
this stamp was announced, though 
not to the public as early as 
March 5th. 

We are going to sit still with 
our fingers crossed until our new 
Postmaster General takes office 
and hope that he will give the 
collector the recognition that we 
deserve. 

Since the above was written the 
following copy comes from Mr. J. 
Minkus of Gimbel’s Stamp De- 
partment in New York City and 
let us hope that it is only rumor 
as Mr. Minkus states.

Underground News From Washington 
Says P. M. G. Is Out Of The City 
And Announcement Will Come Soon 


At long last we have definite information through under- 
ground sources from Washington, D. C., that there will be an 
issue of four commemorative size postage stamps honoring Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Each stamp will bear a portrait of Roosevelt in addition te 
other subjects which will be used on the stamps. The stamps are 
to be of Commemorative size, presumably Electric Eye prints by 
the Bureau and will be of colors to conform with current values. 


The 1c stamp in green will picture Roosevelt and his Hyde Park 
Home. The two cent in red will picture Roosevelt and the Little 
White House at Warm Springs, Georgia. The Three cent will be in 
purple with picture of Roosevelt and the White House at Washington 
while the 5c value will be blue and will picture Roosevelt and a 
symbolic “Four Freedoms” motif. 

It is believed that first day issues will be at Hyde Park and 
Warm Springs for the 1c and 2c values and the latter two values in 
Washington, D. C. The one cent stamp is announced for approxi- 
mately June 12, the others to follow at intervals of two or three 
weeks, 

Stamps will come in sheets of fifty as do the large size come 
memoratives. For further announcement watch your daily paper and 
this paper next week. 

Later information from the Washington Stamp Exchange of 
Newark, N. J. states that the 3c stamp will be the first one issued 
and that the date will be June 26th with the Ic, 2c and 5c following 
in July, August and September. Congratulations Mr. Walker for this 
program of issue.

BOOM IN POSTAGE STAMPS 

From Mr. Frank A. Rettig of Wabash, Indiana, we have a copy 
of “Investor’s Reader.” This is a monthly publication issued by one 
of the large Investment Brokers of the United States. The firm has 
ranch offices in over eighty cities scattered throughout the United 
States and is thus of National Importance, 

In the May number of their Journal about three pages are de- 
voted to Postage Stamps. The article is illustrated and talks wholly 
of the investment value that has been found in the stamp market by 
experienced collectors, 

One of the points that we gather from the article is the fact 
That foreign issues of the right kind have usually proven a greater 
investment value than have our own United States Issues. Collectors 
who may be interested from this angle can readily verify such state- 
ments by a study of their catalagues and a comparison of prices 
when stamps were issued with prices of today. We could readily 
name several foreign issues which have shown tremendous increases 
since their issue a few years back, 

Such articles as this should be a help in convincing collectors 
that one can collect for Profit as well as pleasure and our own ex- 
perience has lead us to recognize postage stamps as a sound invest-

Effective Sunday, May 20th, Al- 
bany, Georgia, was scheduled to 
be added to AM-40; as a stop be- 
tween Atlanta and Tallahassee 
(Fla.). There was less than one- 
week’s notice on this flight, and 
consequently covers will probably 
be somewhat scarce. In _ fact, 
don’t even know if my covers ar- 
rived there in time. 

Albany was authorized as a stop 
on AM-40 when the route was in- 
augurated in 1938. However, the 
inadaquacy of the airport at Al- 
bany, and the subsequent im- 
provement and use of the field 
by the Army Air Forces caused a 
postponement of airmail service. 

When AM-40 was initially in- 
augurated on October 10, 1938; the 
Postmaster at Albany made an 
unauthorized dispatch of all the 
covers he was holding via a small 
private plane to Atlanta, and used 
the cachet he was to have used on 
the regular first flight covers to 
the covers he dispatched.

NEW POSTMASTER—I had 
prepared a continuation of last 
weeks harangue with the Post Of- 
fice, but with the announcement 
of a new Postmaster, I believe it 
is only fair to sit back and see 
what happens. Perhaps Mr. Han- 
negan will bring a new deal to 
philatelists in the near future. 


HEADACHES FOR’  DEAL- 
ERS—Are you using postal notes 
or money orders when sending 
for stamps? I again urge you to do 
this, for I have had several re- 
ports of collectors sending as 
much as twenty dollars through 
the mail in the form of that Mor- 


ing the dealer because it doesn’t 
reach him. Postal notes can be 
purchased up te $10 each for only 
5c. Use money orders, express or- 
ders, checks or postal notes, BUT 
DON’T SEND CASH THROUGH 
THE MAILS. Another headache 
is the philatelic dope who sends 
an order accompanied by cash and 
fails to sign his name and address. 
Think it doesn’t happen? Ask your 
dealer, Still another member of 
the Dopes is the fellow who sends 
in a want list and forgets to state 
whether he wants mint or used. 
And more—the fellow who sends 
in a long want list'‘and then returns 
75% of it because he has already 
purchased them elsewhere. Then 
my readers want to know why 
dealers don’t answer their mail! 


ANSWERING THE MAIL—Lt. 
J. F. Trick of Camp Blanding, Fla. 
writes about my Sanabria column 
(the one Mr. Sanabria forgot to 
answer) and states he thinks ail 
collectors should refuse to use 
Sanabria numbers and that by re- 
fusing to deai with firms who do 
use them, the price list would then 
fall into a discard. He states he 
writes auction dealers who use 
those numbers and states he re- 
fuses to bid on their auctions. 
Joseph Scheier of Milwaukee also 
refuses to bid on Sanabria num- 
bered auctions and I _ personally 
cannot buy from Irwin Heiman’s 
auctions for the same reason. ... 
Robert Sweeny of Sacremento, 
Calif, sends in a blast against AS- 
DA and states he thinks a real 
dealers organization should be 
started.

Only when they real- 
ize that they have been robbed, 
will the re-action set in and then 
the dealers wil be crying for help. 
Then a series of articles calling 
names wil mean anything ond not 
until then. As long as people en- 
joy having someone rob them, 
there is no use of your or my 
blood pressure going up.

ANOTHER KOREA VARIETY 


For so time collectors have 
been searching for the well known 
KORPA error on the Korean 
sheets of flag stamps. Now comes 
Homer W. Davis of Melrose High- 
lands, Mass. who submits another 
variety that seems of about equal 
prominence with the KRPA er- 
ror. The stamps are the 15th 
stamp in the sheet, that is the 
fifth stamp in the third row, the 
one with margin at right. On this 
variety the entire bottom of the 
word KOREA appears to have 
been worn away so that the word 
is short in all letters and has the 
effect of losing the bottom line of 
the “E” which makes the word 
look like “KORFA.” Look your 
sheets over for this new one or 
look up Mr. Davis’ advertisement 
as he offers them so low that any- 
one can buy, but we bet he sells 
out in a jiffy.
